About- three milea west of Cedar 


Bayoa, Harris conaty, Tex., is a re- 
markable well. When it was dag, DO 
one can tell, bnt it has been in exist- 
ence for more than 60 years. The well 
is known as the "singing well." 


In calm, fine weather a sound like 


that of an ./Rohan harp comes upward 
between the tangles of vines below. 
M 
tiroes the sound seems nearer 


and clearer. Then again it recedes, aa 
if far away, and reaches the ear very 
laiutly. These changes take placn every 
few minutes, and with great regularity. 


With an east wind blowing the wa- 


ter m the \veil gets very low and the 
mysterious musical sound very faint. A 
strong west wind causes the water to 
rise and the sound to increase in volume 
and clearness. 


But it is just before a great norther 


that the old well plays its wildest 
pranks. Then for several hours the wa- 
ter rises to within a few feet of the top 
ot the well and emits the weirdest, 
wildest noises that ever reached human 
ears. At such times even the water 
drawn out with backets moans and 
wails as if in anguish. 


The well is about 60 feet deep. A 


few yeau ago the land on which it is 
located was bought fay a Mr. Walking, 
who, not liking the sounds that came 
from the well, employed two men to 
fill it up. They shoveled dirt into tbe 
well two weeks, bnt it did not affect 
tbe depth of water perceptibly, and 
they threw up tbe contract. From the 
measurements of tbe excavations they 
bad made it has been calculated that 
the well should have been filled np a 
little more than twice. 


The water is very clear, with a bluish 


tlut, and is fairly palatable. Mo other 
wells ID the neighborhood show snob 
pranks as are played by tbe "singing 
well."—Port Worth (Tex.) Cor. Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

velocity of a top, "took place ou> Ume, 
jnat above the month of the bayou, 
about SO yeati ago, when they burned 
the old poiloffioe and tho warehonie. 
Yon can ate whew they atood by tb« 
pilea of brioki there on the bank." 


All admitted tbe mini were plainly 


liiible, when be changed to the op- 
posite tide of tbe wheel, and after a 
spirited effort made to counteract the 
effects of an impinging current thai 
had canted the boat to twwve from bar 
conrte be continued: 


••Tbe boat that I wat on had got 


eanght in the fog, and we tied np un- 
der the point there abon't 6 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and a lot of nii went on 
shore to take a little exercise. It waa 
on a Saturday, and a good many people 
bad come in -from tbe country to do 
their trading and get their mail. Some 
of them were pitching quoits and others 
•hooting at a mark when we first land- 
ed, bnt they quit when they saw the 
man carry tbe mail bag we bad brought 
and went in and stood around waiting 
for the letters to be wrted. They bad 
all been drinking and were pretty noisy. 
When tbe postmaster eaid there were 
only two letters and that they were! 
both for Bod Johnson, a colored man, 
a murmur of dlsapprotal went around, 
and several of them iniitled on a new 
deal." Ton can look for yourselves,' «aid 
tbe postmaster, tossing them the bog, 
bnt alter searching and finding it empty 
they were in a worse frame of mind 
than ever. Presently one of tbe num- 
ber, a local politician, got np and made 
a speech derogatory to tbe administra- 
tion. Ho insisted that the government 
was nrejodioed against white folks, and 
that he bad no nia for the office any- 
how. Several of tbe others present ex- 
pressed their approval of this senti- 
ment, and a general emaebiog up of ev- 
erything at once followed.
